But the motion picture medium which offers 
an unequalled method for propaganda still re¬ 
mains in undisputed control of the enemies of 
Labor. Liberalism and Radicalism. These three 
champions of the cause of humanity have for 
some unknown reason made no step thus far to 
utilize this tremendously effective weapon, even 
though the method for employing the motion pic¬ 
ture medium is easily and quickly within the reach 
of Labor and its friends.

CTRANGE to comment, the importance of the 
motion picture him in these respects was al¬ 
most instantly seen by the present government ol 
Russia. In their campaign to win and hold the 
masses of Russian people to their program, they 
are successfully using the motion picture to the 
utmost. 


Existing conditions in this country make a 
similar use of the film for putposes of propa¬ 
ganda imperative Newspapers and periodicals 
are being shut from the mails and at best they ire 
a slow means of conveying the truth of thing-* be 
cause of limited circulation.

BIRTH OF THE LABOR FILM SERVICE 

A GROUP of qualified proplt reeofniiint the 
** aigenri«« of this situation and weeing clearly 
the opportunities of the film to promote the social 
advancement of humanity, have organized the 
Labor Fibs Service, Inc., to produce motion pic¬ 
ture* *olely for the cauae of Labor and in the in¬ 
terest* of the highest standard* of Literature and 
Art. 

In this group there are many nationally-promi 
nert name* well-known .to every worker in the 
field of human progre**. (Some of their endorse¬ 
ments of the l shoe Film Service, Inc., will be 
found on the back of this folder.) 


OUR PLANS 


THE following tentative program of production* 
ha* been drawn up subject to expansion, ac¬ 
cording to special demand* and changing condi¬ 
tion*. 


1. GOOD AND WELFARE FILMS 

VUE- planning to produce a *erie* of *hort 
" subjects — industrial Film* — showing tbe 
work and growth of the several unions, liberal 
organizations, non-partisan leagues, charitable, 
benevolent and all other institutions reflecting in 
some way the general progress of institutions and 
organizations who ate trying to ameliorate the 
condition of mankind. 

These subjects will be studied and plann. d by 
an expert staff and g scenario written upc^the 
basis of collaborative effort. This scenario with 
an estimate of the cost of producing the finished 
motion picture will be submitted to tbe proper 
organization for their decision. 

If suitable financial arrangements can be made 
with the organization to produce the film—the 
latter paying the full coat of production which 






will be oommt)—dir completed 61 m will be dis¬ 
tributed to u to obtain a wide Amoii for (be 
Good and Welfare Films in th e atr e s , colleen, 
unions, churches, etc. 


II. THE ANIMATED LABOR REVIEW

A REGULAR release of short subjec ts ne ws 
** reels composed of scenic*, travelogues, pic¬ 
torials, animated carte one portraying the worker's 
life in the mines, in the slums, on -the farms, on 
the railroads, on the picket line. etc. (These 
61 ms are to be rel ea sed direct to the exhibitor or 
Labor Forum from our own offices or exchanges 
or sold to the news weeklies to be distributed by 
them.) 


III. THE LECTURE LYCEUM 

I T will be the aim of this Bureau to co-operate 
* with the srreral Labor and Radical Forums in 
the country, furnish them with complete data 
for their lectures and se cure for them the neces¬ 
sary 61 ms or slides to illustrate same. 


IV. THE LABOR AND RECONSTRUCTION 
FILM SERIES

METHOD OF EXECUTION AND CONTROL

VV/ E are organizing an executive staff consisting 
of trained and expert workers in all depart¬ 
ments of motion picture planning, production and 
distribution. The activities of this organization 
will be governed by the judgment of an Advisory 
Council drawn from the leaders of the Labor, Lib¬ 
eral and Radical movements. 


The LABOR FILM SERVICE will secure 
nation-wide publicity in the most effective 
form for the cause of Labor and its allies.

There will be no majority shareholders con¬ 
trolling the corporation inasmuch aa an individual 
boldine » limited to $1,000. 

Labor Film Service ha a been organized pri¬ 
marily to serve the supreme ideal of helping 
human progress through the effective utilization 
of the motion picture. But it cannot be gainsaid 
that some profits will accrue, which wall take the 
form of regularly declared dividends or be turned 
”* e * t **»to the sinking fund, depending on the de¬ 
cision of the shareholders.
